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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 35 1 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 1-4 and 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Alvarez, Jr. 
et al. (2004/0076575 Al). 

3. Alvarez, Jr. et al. *575 teach a method for reducing contaminants in carbon dioxide to 
levels less than 10 ppb, comprising contacting the carbon dioxide with a mixed metal oxide that 
can include a mixture of iron oxides (see abstract, paragraphs 25-27, claims 1, 18-22). The use 
of a mixture of iron oxides is not enabled by the provisional application so the effective filing 
date of claim 1 is October 16, 2003. 

The applied reference has a common inventor with the instant application. Based upon 
the earlier effective U.S. filing date of the reference, it constitutes prior art under 35 U.S.C. 
102(e). This rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) might be overcome either by a showing under 37 
CFR 1.132 that any invention disclosed but not claimed in the reference was derived from the 
inventor of this application and is thus not the invention "by another," or by an appropriate 
showing under 37 CFR 1.131. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 9- 1 7 and 1 9-24 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record fails to disclose or suggest the method for purification of carbon dioxide using the mixed 
metal oxide in combination with the activation and regeneration steps that include oxidation and 
reduction. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance." 

6. Claim 18 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. 

Response to Arguments 

7. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-4 and 8 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. The examiner agrees with applicant's arguments 
relating to the previously cited prior art not disclosing one of the recited mixed metal oxides or 
the activation and regeneration steps. All of the previous objections and rejections have been 
overcome and are withdrawn. The reference to Alvarez, Jr. et al. '575 is cited to address the 
amendment to claim 1.
